Hereford Feeder Winnings. 

In the country’s leading feeder shows the supremacy of the 
Hereford is still more strikingly apparent as shown by the accom- 
panying record. 

In regard to the winnings by Shorthorn feeder calves at Den- 
ver the accompanying record refutes an unintentional misstatement 


prominent Hereford families 
possess such distinctive chara. 
teristics and so much individuality that the success of an attempt 
to combine members of different families into perfectly homogen- 
eous groups of 15 would be defeated by the resulting lack of wi- 
formity. At present a far better source from which to select suit- 
able carlot material exists for the Hereford feeder, as it seems to 
me, in some of the large herds of the big pastures and ranges of 
the West. Some of these outfits actually produce thousands of 
steer calves annually. In such herds, where a proper replacement

in my former article, viz: “Prior 
to 1924 Shorthorn calves pro- 
duced by a remarkably alert and 
discerning group of Colorado 
breeders won the grand cham- 
pionship of that show 7 years 
consecutively.” The official rec- 
ord credits them with only four 
consecutive grand champion- 
ships prior to 1924 and two 
more recently—1925 and 1929. 
From the accompanying ta- 
ble it will be seen that Here- 
fords have won 68 per cent of 
the inter-breed championships 
in the leading shows for carlots 
of fat cattle exclusive of the In- 
ternational, while the Blacks 
have won 21 per cent of these 
prizes. At the same time in the 
leading feeder shows the record 
of victories stands 77 per cent 
for the Whiteface and only 8 
per cent for the Aberdeen-An- 


gus. 
Carlots Individually Owned. 
These figures have an ad- 
ditional significance in that the 
winning carlots of Herefords in 
nearly all instances were com- 
prised of animals bred by one

It, therefore, appears to be a correct conclusion that, in 
this climactic show and sale * * * our customers—the meat 
trade collectively—as there represented, prefer the black bul- 
lock to our Whiteface product. 

I insist this fact is significant and of great importance 
to us and to our breed. Whether this preference be grounded 
merely in prejudice or founded on sound reason, our job, in 
either case, is plainly to submerge it. Whether it rests on 
fancy or on fact, its challenge to us is equally urgent. We 
can and must produce and finish many carlots of Hereford 
bullocks which shall absolutely out-Angus the Angus alive, 
and on the rail shall surpassingly fill every demand of the 
most exacting beef man. * * * 

All of our efforts toward increasing the excellence of 
beef, as food, by skillful breeding, are predicated on a belief 
in a direct correlation between the quality of the invisible 
meat of the carcass and the character of those external out- 
lines and textural properties of the living animal that the eye 
can behold and the hand can feel. If this is a reasonable be- 
lief—and we cannot deny it without destroying the very 
foundation on which the breeder’s art has.been erected—then 
it follows that true artistry in breeding can create, in a Here- 
ford’s carcass, an eye of beef as ideally marbled and as free 
from tendon as any black beast ever yielded.

to be holding their own since-they invaded the forbidden zones. 
With the show just closed at Baltimore the Aberdeen-Angus stand 
two to one. In fact a majority of the Aberdeen-Angus carlot wins 
at these outlying posts have been made during the last three to five 
years. In other words a short time comparison would change the 
ratio considerably in favor of the Aberdeen-Angus breed—all we 
need is a little more time and a little more care and enthusiasm on 
the part of our breeders and feeders and we shall overcome some 
of these handicaps fostered by prejudice and ignorance of the real 
quality of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

In twenty-five shows, according to Mr. Casement’s table, Den- 
ver has yielded but once in the feeder section to an Aberdeen-An- 
gus championship; eleven shows at Kansas City gives but one 
championship load to the Aberdeen-Angus breed; and Omaha has

_ Dan Casement and his Whiteface legions are after us. It’s go- 
ing to be a great race resulting, the Journal hopes, in bringing 
about improved beef production both as pertains to quality and 
uantity. Just how close Mr. Casement will be able to approach 
the Aberdeen-Angus standard of excellence we do not know. Close 
enough it is hoped to prove beneficial to all concerned. 

_ For some reason Mr. Casement would like to forget the Inter- 
national with its phenomenal Aberdeen-Angus winnings. At least 
he has arranged a table which accompanies his article on the oppo- 
site page which tells us what the Aherdeen-Angus have not done 
in the last sixteen years at the carlot exhibitions held within the 
borders of what is generally conceded to be strong Hereford terri- 
tory. The percentage is strongly against the Bonnie Blacks. 

_The table is true, nevertheless the comparison over so long a 
period of time is scarcely fair to the Aberdeen-Angus breed which 
1s quite new in many sections of the west and the south where the 
Herefords have dominated so many, many years. The record at 
Denver the last four or five years looks pretty black to us and the 


ty hard to hold the feed- 
er calves for a show 
when their owners are tempted with handsome premiums above go- 
ing market quotations. For that reason it is doubtful whether the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed will ever appear strong in the feeder sec- 
tions of the big shows. 

A complaint is also entered against any one showman enter- 
ing so many loads in the International competition. The argument 
is raised that the real purpose of the show is defeated and that the 
feeders take advantage of this opportunity to place their offerings 
on the International market. Simply because a man feeding three 
or four hundred steers is able to present several loads that pass 
the sifting committee certainly should not be treated as a mis- 
demeanor nor should he be barred from so doing. Billy Berg of 
Missouri usually brings several loads to Chicago, all his own rais- 
ing, and frequently most all of them are accepted. Several times 
his fat heifers have been good enough to pass into the finals. 

It is also asserted in the article referred to that so many of 
the Aberdeen-Angus feeders assemble their loads from any number 
of herds and farms. There may be some advantage in following 
this method. However we think not. At least it proves conclus- 
ively that Aberdeen-Angus breeders generally adhere strictly to 
type and quality. If this were not so it would be impossible to se- 
lect and assemble such wonderful loads as some that have won at 
Chicago. There have been times when the fifteen head represented 
nearly as many sires—a fact that impresses [Continued on page 9

As one of the less glar- 
ing instances in point, three owners offered 
more than a third of the 57 loads of black 
steers that went through the auction 4 years 


se Certainly the effect, if not the purpose, 
of such procedure is to minimize the im- 
portance of the International as an exhibi- 
tion and magnify its advantages as a mar- 


t. 
ai No Restrictions on Numbers. 


Other important shows restrict entries by 
any one person or firm to two in each class. 
A majority of the exhibitors have petition- 
ed the International directors to enact a 
like rule, but without result. Such a rule 
would clearly promote the basic purpose of 
the show as an exhibition of live stock. Ab- 
sence of the rule serves only the interest of 
the few, who for years have used the yard 
show at Chicago merely as the vestibule to 
an advantageous auction for black beeves. 

It would be interesting to note the con- 
sequences if a similar practice were inaug- 
urated by a number of Hereford exhibitors. 
Possibly one reason why they have not 
adopted this practice to the extent that it 
is followed by some feeders of the Blacks 
is because the International auction appears 
to offer relatively a less remunerative out- 
let for Herefords than for Aberdeen-Angus. 
In examining the sales made through the 
auction ring in 1927 I note that the aver- 
age price of 56 loads of black steers, ex- 
clusive of the grand champions, exceeded 
the average made by 38 loads of Whitefaces 
by $1.02 per cwt. While the figures for 
other years are not at hand, it is my recol- 
lection that similar results obtain annually. 

It, therefore, appears to be a correct con- 
clusion that, in this climactic show and sale, 
where more than 100 carloads of the best 
bullocks in the world are annually display- 
ed and distributed, our customers——the meat 
trade collectively—as there represented, 
prefer the black bullocks to our Whiteface 
product. 


A Challenge to Herefords. 

I insist this fact is significant and of 
great Importance to us and to our breed. 
Whether this preference be grounded mere- 
ly In prejudice or founded on sound reason, 
our job, in either case, is plainly to sub- 
merge it. Whether it rests on fancy or on 
fact, its challenge to us is equally urgent. 

e can and must produce and finish many 
carlots of Hereford bullocks which shall ab- 


solutely out-Angus the Angus alive, and on 
the rail shall surpassingly fill every de- 
mand of the most exacting beef man. 


Walk through a beef house today and it 
is not unlikely that your white-frocked at- 
tendant will point to every most admirable 
carcass on the rail—especially if it displays 
a particularly rotund buttock—with the as- 
sertion, “That’s a Black.” We must breed 
more and more Herefords so perfect in con- 
formation (and so rotund in the buttocks, 
if need be) as to make the assumption of 
such assurance in the beef house much more 
ridiculous even than it now is. We must 
have Herefords that shall effectively ex- 
plode the theory that an Aberdeen-Angus 
carcass surpasses a Hereford’s in the per- 
fect marbling of the beef. Even if the claim 
of the Black’s superiority in this regard is 
actually grounded in fact rather than in 
theory, it should not be regarded as a hope- 
less handicap to the Hereford. 


Work for the Hereford Feeder. 


All of our efforts toward increasing the 
excellence of beef, the food, by skillful 
breeding, are predicated on a belief in a 
direct correlation between the quality of the 
invisible meat of the carcass and the char- 
acter of those external outlines and textur- 
al properties of the living animal that the 
eye can behold and the hand can feel. 


If this is a reasonable belief—and we can- 
not deny it without destroying the very 
foundation on which the breeder’s art has 
been erected—then it follows that true ar- 
tistry in breeding can create, in a Here- 
ford’s carcass, an eye of beef as ideally 
marbled and as free from tendon as any 
black beast ever yielded. 

Such artistry in selective breeding must 
be inspired and backed by keen intelligence 
and scrupulous honor. The breeder who 
seeks to give his product the semblance of 
perfection by “cutting” ties or “filling” de- 
pressions not only perpetrates a fraud but 
also retards the true advancement of his 
breed. Persistence in such practices on the 
part of Hereford breeders will contribute 
far less than nothing to the beating of the 
Blacks, and on the part of our rivals will 
— hasten the day of their decisive de- 
eat.

beyond dispute the well grounded and deep- 
ly rooted foundation upon which the breed 
rests as being one of the chief factors in 
this accomplishment. 

It should not be so hard for Mr. Casement 
to select from a crop of several thousand 
calves in one herd, by sires of one tribe or 
family, a load of outstanding Whitefaces. 
The year that Roy Welty of Berthod, Colo- 
rado, won the Denver championship with 
fat Aberdeen-Angus bullocks of his own 
breeding, the poor boy only had sixteen 
calves to start with. Surely he had but lit- 
tle chance to cull. There might be a classi- 
fication ‘arranged for bullocks, grown, fed 
and fitted and shown by the same man, but 
that would hardly do as very few producers 
fit and show their cattle, nor are they pre- 
pared so to do, regardless of breed. Tf the 
Hereford boys are able to select carlots 
from one line of breeding that is to their

advantage and we shall not impose any 
handicaps in that respect. Dan says most 
prominent Hereford families posses such 
distinctive characteristics and so much indi- 
viduality that the success of an attempt to 
combine members of different families into 
perfectly homogeneous groups of fifteen 
would be defeated by the resulting lack of 
uniformity. I do not think this can so well 
be said of the Aberdeen-Angus breed where 
the outstanding characteristics are quite 
similar in all families, and almost identical 
in many if not a majority of the families. 
These very facts sugar to the benefit of the 
Blacks. Perhaps this is one reason why the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed is so rapidly creep- 
ing into the important beef making sectors 
throughout this land. 

The Aberdeen-Angus are perhaps fortun- 
ate in having these advantages however 
they should not stand as a barrier to the 
progress of our contemporary breeds as
